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SENTENCEDJOR LIFE. 

John Woodruff and Francis Drake 
Convicted by Jury in Coffey 
Murder Case. 

JIM WW ANDERSON GOES FREE. 



Hopkinsville.Ky., March 80.— 
The jury in the case of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky vs. John 
Woodruff, Francis Drake and 
Jim Will Anderson, charged with 
the murder of Deputy Sheriff 
Robert H. Coffey, near Empire, 
on October 26, 1901, has returned 
a verdict. 

It sends Drake and Woodruff 
to the penitentiary for life and 
frees Anderson from the charge 
of murder. 

The jury had the case since 
about 2:30 o'clock Saturday af- 



At noon today the jury was 
summoned before Special Judge 
Reeves and asked if any decision 
had been reached. The reply 
was in the negative. The jurors 
were sent back to fheir room. 

Shortly before two o'clock the 
jury announced that it was ready 
to render a decision. Several of 
the attorneys had to be sent for 
;iud as the news spread that a 
report was about to be made a 
large crowd filed into the court- 
room. 

The list was called and each 
juror responded to his name. 

The clerk then read the ver- 
dict, which was as follows: 

"We, the jury, find John 
Woodruff and Francis Drake guil- 
ty as charged in the indictment, 
and fix their punishment at con- 
finement in the penitentiary for 
life. 

"We, the jury find Jim Will 
Anderson not guilty." 

It it understood that eleven of 
the jurors were for life imprison- 
ment for Drake and Woodruff 
from the first ballot. 

Anderson, according to the 
testimony of Quy Reynolds, 
Charles Johnson and John Fields, 
participated in the ambuscade 
shortly before the murder. Reyn- 
olds, however, stated that he was 
not present when the fatal shot 
was fired. 

There is an indictment against 
Anderson charging him with 
shooting from ambush with in- 
tent to kill. 

The jury was composed of the 
following citizens: Ben Bur- 
chett, Ed Wolfe, Frank Thomp- 
son, Ferdinand Petsch, P. C. 
Carter, W. H. Shanklin, G. W. 
Embry, Ward Claggert, J. M. 
Adams and W. 0. Gresham. 

Three of the juror*. (J. W. 
Embry, Frank Thompson and P. 
C. Carter are not at all well. 

FranciB Drake, one of the con- 
victed murderers, is sick, but 
waB able to appear in court. 

Seven were originally indicted. 
Burrell Wiley's case was dis- 
missed. Guy Reynolds, who 
was a witness for the common- 
wealth, and John Black, col- 
ored, are yet to be tried. Ernest 
Brumfield, the seventh man, and 
who lost his hat the day of the 
killing, has not been captured 



ICE STOVE. 
Weather Chief Moore. Invention 



Chicago, Mar. 27. — A telegram 
from Washington says: "Put 
some more ice in the stove—we 
must keep cool," in likely to be 
an oft-heard remark in the near 
future. Prof. Willis Moore, chief 
of the Weather Bureau, announ- 
ced to-day that his invention for 
cooling rooms would soon be put 
on the market. He calls his ap- 
paratus the "Nevo." Spell it 
backward it is a reversed oven — 
a contrivance for cooling instead 
of heating. It looks like a stove, 
being a cylinder of copper or gal- 
vanized iron, with a door mid- 
way of its height. 

Break up 100 pounds of ice to 
the size of furnace coal and mix 
it in a tub with 150 pounds of 
salt. Shovel the mixture into 
the Nevo, open the pipe to let out 
the thawed water at the bottom 
and in a short time your room 
will be at a comfortably cool tem- 
perature. From the stove comes 
dry, clean, washed air of the 
temperature of 18 degrees Fah- 
renheit.

METHODS OF EXTREME UNIONISM. 

Strongest and Vainest Boycott hat Been 
Ajjainit St Bernard Coal. 

Evansville, Ind, March 28. — 
A large number of business peo 
pie of Evansville have formed an 
anti-boycott association, and have 
been holding meetings in secret 
for the past several days. The 
matter became public this after- 
noon when Weston Goowin, of 
Sedalia Mo., who organized the 
business men, departed* for the 
West. It is not known how the 
new organization will proceed. 
It. is understood it will take 
Bteps to protect nonunion labor. 
Several boycotts have been de- 
clared of late, and the business 
men decided to get together for 
mutual protection. 

No business men in any city in' 
the country have been subjected 
to more presumptions or oppres- 
sive methods at the hands of 
trades unionists for some years 
than the business men and man- 
ufacturers of this city. Condi- 
tions have grown worse until 
they are now considered unbear- 
able and they huve organized in 
self defense to resist the en- 
croachments upon their rightful 
ownership and management of 
their business. 

One of the chief boycotts the 
mionists have tried most vigor- 
ously to enforce for some months 
is that against the St. Bernard 
Coal Mining Co. The Mine 
Workers' union had for a num. 
ber of weeks a walking delegate 
mounted on a bicycle, who fol- 
lowed the coal wagons of that 
company about the city and 
tried to influence their custom- 
ers to stop the use of this Hop- 
kins county coal. Everybody 
who could be located as a user 
of this coal has been systematic- 
ally persecuted, but the demand 
for this coal has increased and 
now this coal and the company 
that produces it has more friends 
in Evansville than ever before. 
People are almost running over 
each other in the desire to buy 
this popular Kentucky product.

AMERICAN FLEET 

Will Attack European Port to Prove 
Strength of Our Navy 

IN MIMIC FRIENDLY WARFARE. 

Europe is to be given KB ob- 
ject lesson with respect to the 
power and efficiency of the Unit- 
ed States navy. When the North 
Atlantic Squadron arrives at 
Hampton Boads in May from its 
Oarribean Sea cruise, it will pre- 
pare to sail the latter part of the 
month to blockade the port of an 
imaginary "hostile" European 
nation. The port selected is 
Lisbon, Portugal. 

Because of what it may mean, 
the diplomatic and naval repre- 
sentatives of European Powers 
are displaying keen interest in 
the proposed maneuver. It wil. 
demonstrate the ability of an 
American fleet to steam 3,000 
ilea and to maintain blockad- 
g operations in spite of the 
distance from its home base. If 
success in every respect crown 
the exercise, Europe will under- 
stand what war with the United 
States may involve. 

Prior to the war with Spain, 
the idea of an American fleet at- 
tacking Europe was never con- 
sidered seriously by European 
statesmen. The Old World na- 
tions would have been offended 
had the upstart republic of the 
West sought to inaugurate hos- 
tilities within their continental 
water-. [1 urai their unwilling- 
ness to permit the spectacle of 
an American fleet operating in 
those waters that caused them, 
when the United States threat- 
ened to send a fleet to Spain, to 
urge the Madrid government to 
negotiate peace. No longer is 
the idea of American naval op- 
erations ngainat an European 
power on its own coast ridicu-

Evaiwille Manufacturer. Say They Will 
Manage Their Own Affair.. 

SEVEN HUNDRED FURNITURE 

WORKERS OUIT YESTERDAY. 

Evansville, Ind., April L— 
Seven hundred union furniture 
workers left their benches today 
ostensibly because the manufac- 
turers refused their demand for 
a nine hour day with ten hours 
pay, which amounts to about 11 
percent increase in wages. The 
manufacturers say that the real 
reason of the strike is the lame 
that actuated Johu Mitchell in 
the recent anthracite strike— to 
try to force a recognition of the 
union. The strike aiTects ten 
factories in this city. The Ev- 
ansville Furniture Co. employs 
only non-union men and is not 
affected. 

At the Bockstege factory on 
West Franklin street, one young 
striker said as he walked out: 

"We are out till freezes 

over." General Manager John 
Jourdon replied: "It may freeze 
over in forty years from now, 
but not anyways soon." 

Speaking of the reason for a 
strike Mr. Jourdon said: "The 
only point the men are fighting 
for ia the recognition of their 
union. I firmly believe that 
they were recognized by the ft 
aitnre manufacturers, they would 
agree to go back to work at the 
old rata, The men are well paid 
and it is not a question of wages. 
But the manufacturers cannot 
recognize the union. Once that 
is done and the union men want 
tn dictate as to how the business 
shall bo managed in every way— 
where supplies shall bo bought, 
etc. For this reason rlie union 
cannot be recognized. The union 
people do not conduct the ir af- 
fairs with moderation." 
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One of Fred HoseV's friends 
said the other day "there might 
be some one who could beat Fred 
ratting coal but if they did they 
would have to lay right with it 
all the time."

PRESIDENT BAER'S 
GREAT SPEECH! 

(<.'. ntinunl irom Inst week.) 
Lab:>r Is Amucuve. 
"Now. that the wages are fair we 
demonstrated by a number of things 
to which I want to call you 
tion. You will remember that it has 
been said that one of the evils 
coal region is that there is too much 
labor there. What does that indi- 
cate? Why, that labor there is at- 
tractive. There is plenty of work in 
the United States, and those men 
could get employment elsewhere. 
Are yon going to increase the rate of 
wages and attract still nore people 
there to sit down and wait in the 
hope of getting enough money in a 
day to support them for a year?

by raising the price of wages so as to 
attract all unemployed labor into 
the field and bring on a worse condi 
tion of things? 

"Remember how easily the trade 
of anthracite mining is acquired. 
There is no apprenticeship such as 
inordinary trades; no such condi' 
tions as many of us went through 
when, as boys, we served as appren- 
tices, working night and day to ac- 
quire a trade, with little or no re- 
muneration. I workedjfor less than 
$60 a year and boarded myself. 

"Under the mining laws of this 
State a man, of course, must be a 
certified miner. But there are from 
the old country flocks, hordes of 
strong men. They come there as 
laborers and obtain work in the 
mines. They are paid larger wages 
than they ever dreamed of In theli 
own countries— from $1.50 up to $1.71 
or $2 a day. They work awav for 
two years in the mines, receiving 
this pay, and at the end of that two 
years they can become certified min- 
ers. That is the only apprenticeship 
they have served. After that they 
can go into the mine early in the 
morning and drill their hole and 
blaBt their coal, and at 11 o'clock 
walk out to smoke their pipe and 
enjoy that leisure whioh the eight- 
hour system it is proposed shall 
bring about— the leisure to 
them to read good novels and sound 
religious books. 

"You see, it is not a skilled trade. 
There is no protection such as pre- 
vails in the arts— the carpenter and 
the mason and the bricklayer and 
all men, and above all, the machin- 
ist, who has to devote years to ac- 
quiring great skill. Are these men 
who work five and six hours a day 
and earn the sums of money we 
have shown you that they earn, to 
become public pensioners at the ex- 
pense of eve'y honest worklngman 
in this city and in all the cities of 
the seaboard who is working for a 
living, and is compelled to buy coal 
to keep him warm and to cook his 
meals? 

"If there Is any sociological ques- 
tion involved here, it requires you 
to consider most carefully whether, 
in trying to do some favor to the 
coal miners in the anthracite re- 
gions, you are not only going to 
work injustice to the operators but 
you are going to do a wrong to every 
man in the community who is a con- 
sumer of coal. 

"I have heretofore called atten- 
tion to the sliding scale. I intended 
to discuss the question of eight hours 
a day ; but I will let that go. Enough 
lias been said upon that subject. I 
do not believe in the theory. There 



ards? And I want, to know who 
among nil the hundreds of superin- 
tendents, has betn pointed out U 
you as dealing unjustly or unfairly 
with any employe of the companiei 
I represent; or who is there thai 
will dare to say or has said that th< 
humblest man iu our employment 
has been refused redress or consii 
oration of any complaint. 

"Superintendents tell you that 
ihey hear every complaint and treat 
it justly. Such is their instruction. 
This company 1. too big to he dis- 
honest. It means to deal fairly 
with all men. It means it because 
its management is honest and its 
policy is honest. And I protest that 
nothing has been more unfair than 
to drag us here into a controversy of 
this kind without showing that 
there was any wrong done, or that 
anything in our system needed to bo 
corrected. With fairness they ad- 
mitted that the outcry against pay- 
ment for coal by the car did not ap- 
ply to our region, and I thank them 
for being big enough to admit that 
the conditions under which we pay 
in the Schuylkill regions are so fair 
and just that they do not desire to 
lge them. It eliminates, so far 
as we are concerned, one trouble- 
e problem trom your considera- 
tion. 

Now, then, what hi the practical 
suggestion that I have to make? I 
would gladly Bee a return to the

is enough, but t 
limitation on work in the collieries. 
If the breaker time is reduced to 
eight hours per day the output of 
coal would be so restricted that the 
cost of coal would be increased enor- 
mously. Of course the answer would 
be 'Build new breakers and sink new 
shafts. 1 That Is easily said. Expend 
another half million dollars at each 
colliery, and then the public would 
have to pay the cost of that. Poor 
public, suffering all the time. It is 
one of the things that you cannot 
help. If you are oppressed in one 
direction and the price has to go up, 
the public is the forgotten man; but 
there is where it falls all the time. 
The consumer pays for it. And 
those of us who stand up to protect 
the consumer, who represents the 
average man in the community, are 
always to be treated as merciless, 
tyrannical men. 

Defense of Companies. 
"That brings mo to say one word 
In defense of our own companies. I 
submit that in the long months you 
have taken testimony the companies 
I represent, the Philadelphia & 
Reading Coal & Iron Company and 
Lehigh & Wllkes-Barre Coal Com- 
pany, have suffered the most at the 
hands of these people, in that, as I 
have told you, a number of our col- 
lieries are destroyed. Where is the 
evidence of our wrong-doing? What 
have we done? Have we ill-treated 
our men? Have we wronged them 
in any way? Is there any testimony 
here to cast a shadow of doubt on 



For some reason or other the slid- 
ing scale meets with little favor 
among labor leaders. 1 have a the- 
ory about that, but It may be mis- 
taken, and I will not state it. You 
are asked to fix the prioe of coal 
practically for three years, 
not a prophet. I do not know what 
the business conditions of the nexl 
three years will be. 

W»nts Systems Adopted 
"I can hope that the general pros- 
perity of the country will continue 
so that wages can be even Increased. 
But I know, and as a business man, 
I am not willing to commit myselt 
to the payment of wage* for three 
years based upon the existing condi- 
tion of things, I do not know the 
day, nor the hour when a break may 
come, and as a cautious man of the 
world charged with grave responsi- 
bilities, I want some system adopted 
that will work like the governor 
an engine and regulate the speed at 
which we go. Normally there ought 
to be no increase of wages. 

"During the last few months we 
have advanced the price of coal, and 
then only for a temporary purpose 
until normal condition* would be 
reached. I do not know whether 
they are here or not. There are 
sounds from afar that are quite 
threatening. I do not like the sug- 
gestion that in January, taking all 
of coal, there were nearly six 
mtons of anthracite coal pro- 
duced. I want to say, that while it 
is entirely true that some of the men 
have not been as prompt as we 
wished them in working on holi- 
days, and some of them have shut 
down the breakers at one colliery 
and another to go to a funeral, and 
sometimes In tunes of great distress 
they would not work when we 
thought they ought to work, I will 
say, that taking the whole situation 
through, the men In our cot 
have behaved themselves since the 
strike is over most admirably. They 

nderecl efficient work 
produced all the coal which, under 

Ircumstances, could be pn 
duced, unless they had worked on 
these exceptional holidays, and 
while that would have been desira- 
ble, you cannot ignore the conditions 
and the traditions of people, and if 
these foreigners come here with 
many holidays and have been ac 
customed to observe all their hoh 
days, I am not going to find fault 
man who keeps his native 
holiday even thouRh it does deprive 
me of a little coal. There are some 
things that must be allowed to indi 
vidual freedom, and this is one of 
them. I would have them work on 
Mitchell day when there was a 
scarcity or coal, because he is alive, 
He could wait for all those honors 
In the future. 

what is my proposition? 
That the rate of wages now paid 
shall be the minimum basis for the 
next three years. 

"That from the first of November 
to the first of April, 1903, all em- 
ployes, other than contract miners, 
shall be paid an additional 5 per 
cent. 

That on and after April, 1803. for 
eacli five cents in excess of $4.50 per 
ton on the average price realized for 

hlte ash coal In the harbor of New 
York, on all sizes above pea, wages 
shall be advanced one per cent.; the 
wages to rise or fall one per cent, for 
each five cents increase or decrease 
in prices; but they shall never fall 
during the next three years below 
the present basis.

It may be, as was 
hinted, and as my friend, Mr. Dar- 
row told me he would demonstrate, 
that the management of the busi- 
ness was reckless." 

Mr. Darrow— "Not reck less." 

Mr. Baer— "What was the word, 
improvident?" 

Mr. Darrow— "Not well organ- 
ized." 

Mr. Baer— "Was badly managed. 
It is ei.tirely possible that all these 
thins* may be heaped upon our 
head, and it is entirely possible that 
a new order of men could create a 
new order of things. 

"By the way, I was thinking the 
other day of the experiments that 
have been tried in Australia and 
showing how England has sn 
herself from the home annoyance 
that might arise from such exj 
ments being made in a settled cc 
try like Englnnd. I have thought 
that somo of us might reconcile 
ourselves through our chairman's 
participation in the acquisition of 
the Philippines, if this commission 
would induce the President of the 
United States to make some provi- 
sion whereby, on terms like those 
that Sancho Panzo claimed when he 
was promised the government of an 
island, some of these socialistic ex- 
perimenters, who Bee new ways for 
doing old thing}, might be sent there 
and given the government of an 
island with the power to Invent a 
social 6cheme of their own. They 
would not be interfered with much 
in the Philippines and it would be 
such a grand missionary enterprise 
and would relieve this country of a 
congested population that would 
tainly be a relief to us. 
But, if that cannot be done, we 
will still have to worry along with 
the numerous people who want to 
give us good advice, but do not know 
how to do things themselves. 

For the time being we have sur- 
dered, not to the Mine Workers, 
but to this commission, our reason- 
able, rightlul control of the compli- 
cated business we are managing. 
We have given you all the informa- 
tion we possess. We stand ready 
still to respond to any call you make 
upon us. The responsibility is now 
upon you. I know from long exper- 
ience tli* weight of such responsi- 
bility. I do not envy you, but I 
have confidence in the justice of 
your decision."
